It grows tall and narrow 
with stout, crowded branches and spirally arranged leaves which are dark green in color 
This yew is very scarce, but everyone who sees it is enthusiastic about it. Formerly it 
was imported from Europe, but after all importations were discontinued by the Federal 
Government, American nurserymen were unable to supply their customers. Fortunately, 
we had some specimen plants in our nurseries from which we were able to propagate.
